into Deſtruction. +For God cannot but 
hate. all manner. of Wickednels, elpecially 
when 'tis a Trade ; and moſt of all when ris 
a Long and an 1/4 Trade.

Edward the Sixth, were not able to hinder the 
Perfefting of the Work which his Facher had 
begun. Thoſe Vitims which were off red 1n 
the Marian Perſecution, ſerved only to bring 
down, as it were, God upon the Earth to be 
with his Saints and M iriyrs 1n the Flames. 
In the Davsof Q. Elizabeth, when in a man- 
ner the whole Papal World, at Home and A- 
broad, formed their Deſigns, and put thcm- 
ſelves in Arms againſt One Woman, God iftoad 
by this Church ſo, that no hidden Confpira- 
Cics, nor open Force, proved Effective of thoſe 
Ends which the Romanifts aimed at, with fo 
much Confidence. The Treaſon of this Day, 
in the tune of K. James, what did it do elſe, 
but Blow! up the Intereſt ot the Popiſb Caule, 
and Kindle ſuch a Zeal againſt that Savguinary 
Religion, as Burneth yet in our Brealts, and 
we hope will be Warm in the Veins of our Po- 
fterity to the Worlds End ? Nay, to go ona 
little farther to the Reign of that Incompara- 
ble Prince, and in the End, Roval Martyr,

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That our King and his Kingdoms are not 
made a Conſumprnve Sacrifice to the Diabolical 
Fury of theſe Abaddons, 1s a Felicity which we 
owe oncly unto the Unwearied Goodnefs of God 
to his Anointed, and tothis Church ; both whuch 
have hitherto been the Care, as they both are 
the Bleſſing of Heaycn. | 
Yet Qi I fay, 'tis moſt zrſafe for us to hug 
our ſelves with Confidences , if we be not bet- 
ter Husbands of our Time than the Fews were; 
and if we do not ſtudy to doe the things which 
belong unto our peace, while it is yet called to day. 
This 1 look upon to be the great end of our late 
Deliverance, to try whether one Gracious Vili- 
tation more will work any good: upon us. 
Though it be probable, that as God ſuffered 
not long fince a dreadful Rebe//ion to goon, 
that thereby he pr the whole Nation ; 
fo he may have (uttered This Horrid Conſpira+ 
cy to go on, that thereby he might puniſh the 
Traytours themſelves : yet we mult not intcrprer 
the Providence of God this way onely ; but we 
bught to look upon the Judgment to have 
beers ſent. ns to Frighten. us all ito our wits, 
anduupon this day of Grace:to be given us to this 
cnd,: that God may make another Experiment 
of us, whether we will yet learn Wiſdom by 
this one Miracle of _ more. And-truly 
7 Wwe 
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we ſhall build our Hopes upon no other than 


a /hadow,, if we do not found them upon a 


Good Confcience; and we may flatter our ſelves 
as we pleaſe; bur if we do not heartily ſer 
about the main buſineſs, and doe the things. 
which belong unto our peace , all the mercics of 
God to us will be utterly /oſt; and, inſtead of 
being the Better, we ſhall be the Worſe tor them; 
and both. the Deliverance of this day, and all 
other our dclivcrances fince, will turn to a ſad 
Reckoning , and greatly aggravate -our Guilt 
and Mifery in the day of the Lord. 

I havc now done with the Explication and 
Application of thoſe Two Points which arc 
calily gathered. out of our” Saviour's words in 
my Text. - Bur ſince I am called to this Office, 
1 would n&t be ſo Rude with this Venerable 
Auditory, as to omit any thing which may be 
thought to be citheri Proper for Me to add, or 
Profitable tor this grcat Aflembly to hear. 

And becauſc the Subyect I am upon 1s ako» 
gcther of a Practical nature , I humbly. con- 
ccive it to be both a fitting and an ufctul 
courſe for-us all, ro conſider a little; what thofe 
things are which atithis time of -day do very 
nearly belong unto opr:p:ace, and which arc 
apt to Dire and Govern our Practice rightly, 
in a marter of ſuch Moment and —_ 

Or 
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For my hopcs are, that the Generality of us» 
being zow very ſenſible both of our manifold 
Lig and Deliverances , arc ſo well diſpos'd 


arken to thoſe things which really tend 
to the Peace and Happineſs of our whole Nati- 
on, that "twill be ncedful for me but to Pro- 
pound , and make mention of them onely. 1 
muſt rheretore beg a little more of your Chri- 
ſtian Patience, whule I offer a few things, which 
if we will bur duly obſcrve, the Peace we defire 
will follow of Courſe, and *twill be Impoſſible 
for us to be any other than a moſt Proſperous 
and Hippy Nation. 


r. And, firſt, that we may begin at the Right 
end; it neceſſarily belongeth unto our peace, 
by conſtant Prayer, and {incere Repentance, and 
by the diligent performance of all offiges of 
Religion, and all manner of Pierj; x0 make our 
Peace with Heaven in the firft place. For thar 
on which the whole intereſt of a Nation doth 
ſolely depend, is This, to engage the God 'of 
peace\ on ts fide. - ' Now, as on the one hand, 
hreligion and hardneſs of heart ſerves to make 
God an Enemy, to fight againſt a Nation ( as 
Foſephus ſaxd , That: the Sins of the Jetts © was 
thar which broughr inthe Romans apon them; 
and Titus himſelt proteſt, That he came againſt 
. Ds Feruſalem 
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Teruſalem by a Divine Impulſe : ) So on the 
other hand, Mens careful performing: of their 
duty to God, in its ſcycral parts and branches , 
doth eftectually ſerye ro make him a Friend to 
fight for a Nation: and when Mens ways pleaſe 
the Lord, be maketh even their enemies to be at 
peace with them, Prov. 16. 7. 

Here then we arc to Begin; to make Religj- 
on the Buſinefs and Employment of our Lives. 
For ſuch is the Horrid Atheiſm of our Age, 


ſuch are the Profanations of God's Holy Name , 


and fo common are all ſorts of Immorality and 
Debauchery, that inſtead of wondring at any of 
our dangers, we may rather wonder that our 
Calatnitics are not Greater and More, and that 
God's Soul is not yct avenged on ſuch a genc- 
ration as thi

2.. It makes” for our Peace, to be HORS , 
Upright and Sincere 1n our Profeſſions of Rehigi- 
on. Alas! What Peace can we hope for from 
Them, who make a ſhew of Picty onely to Cheat 
the, World, and to ſerve a Tun ? from Them, 
who go to Churches for Sanduary and Refuge 
onely ( as St. Auftin faith the very Pagans did 


when Rome was taken by the Goths under King 


Alaric ? ) from Them, who uſc Religion as an 


Umbrello, to keep their Treaſons and Villanics 
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in the Dark, and to keep themſelves from the 
Heat of the Laws? from Them, who arc always 
obſerving the Weather-gage and the 7ide, and 
arc for ſteering,not the Beſt,but the Safe courſe ? 
trom Them,that can Temper and Lard thzirCon- 
ſciences fo, that you may diſcern for one Layer 
of Religion, many Layers of Diſboneſty ? *Tis all 
one to theſe, whether there be Peace, or Confu- 
fron: Nay, we have ſome Reaſon to miſtruſt , 
that theſc Men are ready to Exchange (I will 
not ſay Chriſtianity for Turciſm,but) a Chriſti - 
an Monarch for an Infidel: Iam ſure that they, 
who have of late been ſo favourable and kind 
to the Mahumetan Intereſt, goupon ſuch Reaſons 
as would make them with the 7zrk the fame 
good ſucceſs in England (were he at ur doors ) 
which they have already wiſht him at the Gates 
of Vienma. It puts me in mind of what was ſaid 
once by Cartwright (thatold Zcalous Adyocate,

to be 7rue to Both; and 'us a moſt Abſurd, a 
well as a moſt wicked courſe that ſome have ta- 
ken, who would bear us 1n hand, that to 7r2- 
duce and Expoſe Majeſty, is the way to make 
His Reign, and our own Lives Happy ; and that 
the Dininution of his Prerogatives is the way to 
Suppcrt him; and that the deſtruction of his 
Life (another Curſed bout at Lopping ) is the rea- 
dy way to preſerye Three Kingdoms. Theſeare a- 
bominable Fallacies put upon the Fickle and In- 
judicious Populace 5 and Men are greatly Dc- 
ccived it they do nor believe, that every ones In- 
tereſt is lodged in the King's, and. that the way to 
make our ſelves happy, 1s,” to make Him happy 
1n the firſt place. To obey him Humbly, to Ho- 
nour him C onſcientiouſly, and to Love him Afec- 
tionately and Heartily, this 1s at once our Neceſla-

For 
one Deriliſh ftrategem which has been ufed of 
Late, to bring us firlt to Confuſion, and fo on to 
" Bloud-jhed and Ruine,hath been This, to Infinuate

of Conſpiratours againſt our Religion,and againſt 
our Laws, and whatſozyer clfe1s dearerunto us 
than the 5kin upon our Hearts. This is mamteft- 
ly the deſign of that Cried-up Libel, the Growrh 
of Popery..

what end that, and other the like Peſtilent Libels

his Friends => or be Butcher'd,and that the Go- 


vernment might bc Subverted (as They hoped) 
upon ſome Colourable Pretences. Now, if people 
be thus wickedly perſuaded,that our Governours 
are unfaithfull ro our Religion and Liberties, it 
cannot be expected that our day of Peace ſhould 
laſt /ong,but the whole Frame of things inChurch 
and State will be in a 7ortering condition, and 
Fears and Fealoufies (which have ever been the 
Beginning of our ſorrows) will be ſo ſtrong and 
cpidemical, that at laſt we ſhall inherit the porti- 
on of 1/bmael, whoſe hand was againſt every man, 
and every man's hand againſt him.

of the Church. and. to the Solemnities of God's 
Worſhip, and ( though he-doth all this pur- 
fuant to thoſe Obligations which are laid 
upon him by the Preceprs of Chriſtianity, and 
bythe Laws of the Land, yer} preſently, for- 
ſooth,: he 1s Branded; and Hated, and Marked 
out againſt.another day (arnong the Menor- 
thy) tor a Papiſt.
